SOFIA, Dec, 31 (Reuter) — Bual- 
garia will not depart het avowed 
Policy of” strict neutrality, de- 
clared M.. Popoff, the Foreign 
Minister, in the Bulgarian Parlia- 
ment yésterday, :

Letters and postcards may de

of natepaper: otherwise they are 
Hable to delay and may even no: 
be delivered by the authorities in 
the coutitry to which they are ad- 
dressed. They must only deal with 
purely" personal: matters, and’ care 
should be taken, that no informa- 
tion of any kind, which might be 
of use to the enemy, {is given. No 
references to naval, military, 
aerial, economic or Pp “tical mat- 
ters are allowed, and movements 
of any members of His Majesty's 
Forces or any warship or merchant 
shtp must not be mentioned. 


ENCLOSURES: Any enclosure in 
a letter, may cause delay.

An article in the current’ issue of Das Reich © seeks ‘to ex-: 
- plain ta Germans why Some éountries, ard not yet enthusias- 


tic about Nazism. 


“Let us reflect what! we awe to offer at the moment: 
coffee, rationing, an English blockade, a severe form of organ-" 
isation, no trade by sea, alr attacks and war.” : 


It ts acknowledged these are 
hard -prices to pay for m better 
life in the future, and the cotin- 
tries ke Holland, Denmark and 
Norway are not used to such sacrt- 
fices. Then, significantly and re- 
vealingly, the article continues: 

“The German people, too,, has 
pulled itself together on the 
strength. of its hopes, has fed its 
enthusiasm on promises and ‘has 
been brought up om. sacrifices. 
That which ls to be must first be 
believed and becomes a ‘reality 
only because it s believed.” 

“What are Norwegians to 
think?.. How can Dutchmen -de- 
spise thelr comfortable past ‘or 
Danes tread from “rationing signs 
of a greater future?” 


The writer then, dwells briefiy | 
in: 


on the pleasant conditidns 
these countries before the war. 


FOUNDING AN EMPIRE « 

The future mapped out for 
occupied countries is made abun- 
dantly, plein. Towards the end of 
the article, which is ‘a kind of 
editortal, Das Reich lifts the vell 
thus: , 

“Despite all,” ‘we hope for a 
Scandinavian and Dutch youth 
Which With us will change Europe 
and the world . belonging to 
Europe, which will take up the cry 
directed to {t ‘to participate in 
laying the foundation stone of 
the great Germanic Empire ‘long- 
ing’ for the day when beneath the 


swastika, weapon in hand, they, 


may do their honourable duty as: 
bearer of the new ideal which js 
to. decide the fate of the coming 
centuries ”° : 

After awelling on the virtues of 
bravery and sacrifice as opposed 
to the weaknesses-of the old re- 
gimes, the article. states, “Every- 
where someone’ must give orders 
and bear the whole responsibility 


jand the others must be proud to 


be able. to opey.” 
NECESSARY SUBJUGATION 
Then. it adds. somewhat cryptic- 
ally: “Imperium->Germanicum -is 
not 2 longed-for dream,.or at 


least will not remain so. It Is 


true that. German bayonets are 
sharpened, but war and the neces- 
sary resulting subjugation is not 
un end in Itself. Our dead did 
Not fall to enable their descen- 
dants to keep slaves, but above all 
to enable the Germanic people to 
be freed trom an age without his- 


Presumably. the: Dutch , and 
Scandinavians are expected to 
Dear up under the knowledge that 
their sons will perhaps be allowed 
to join “with Germany in mling 
the lesser European nations.
